HOW  APPOINTMENTS  ON  HOUSE  STAFF  ARE  MADE. 

Candidates  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  must  be  grad- 
uates in  medicine.  In  making'  an  appointment,  preference  is 
given  to  those  who  have  had  a general  hospital  service.  A 
member  of  the  Staff  is  appointed  in  February,  June,  and 
October.  He  serves  four  months  as  Second  Junior,  four  as  a 
Junior,  four  as, Senior,  and  four  as  House  Surgeon,  residing  in 
the  Hospital  during  the  entire  period  of  sixteen  months.  The 
applications  are  to  be  made  both  personally  and  in  writing  to 
the  Surgeon-in-Chief.

Your  Board  of  Managers  diave  to  record  another  year  of 
successful  and  progressive  effort.  While  the  medical  staff 
has  continued  its  advanced  work  in  the  improved  condi- 
tions of  the  new  building,  the  Managers  have  taken  up  the 
systematizing  of  the  organization  and  the  answering  the 
questions  raised  by  the  enlargement  of  the  work.  An  effort 
has  been  made  to  improve  the  standing  of  the  nursing  staff ; 
the  important  matter  of  clothing  the  inmates  ourselves,  has 
been  begun,  largely  with  the  aid  of  charitable  friends  ; and 
the  expenses  in  every  department  have  been  carefully  super- 
vised. 

During  the  year  the  friction  which  existed  with  the  City 
officers  has  been  mainly  removed,  although  there  are  still  an- 
noying delays  in  the  receipt  of  City  funds.  The  total  expenses 
of  the  Hospital  have  been  $87,556.51,  and  the  receipts  from 
the  City  including  school  monies  $23,064.94.  This  leaves  ap- 
proximately $65,000,  to  be  raised  from  other  sources. 
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The  receipts  of  the  Society  from  all  sources  have  been  less 
than  the  income  by  about  $9,000,  and  this  sum  has  been  taken 
from  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Society. 

The  friends  of  the  Society  have  generously  responded  to 
the  appeal  made  last  year  and  several  legacies  have  somewhat 
strengthened  our  position.  Nevertheless  we  must  again  ask 
our  friends  to  continue  their  aid  and  we  do  so  in  confidence 
that  no  work  can  appeal  more  strongly  to  them  than  the  help- 
less and  pitiful  cases  under  our  care. 

Tuberculosis  exists  among  our  patients  to  a singular 
degree.  It  has  been  often  suggested  that  a country  annex  to 
this  Hospital  could  be  made  the  means  of  a most  beneficent 
work  in  eliminating  this  disease  from  the  system  by  a fresh 
air  cure,  after  surgery  has  exhausted  its  resources. 

The  Board  hopes  that  some  generous  friend  or  friends  will 
enable  us  to  add  this  important  feature  to  our  work.

Gentlemen:  Again  I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the 
Annual  Report  of  your  hospital,  the  thirty-seventh,  and  ex- 
tending congratulations  on  the  general  good  results  as  shown 
by  the  tabular  statements. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  successful  both  from  a 
philanthropic  and  an  educational  standpoint,  and  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  note  the  keen  interest  you  manifest  in  the 
efforts  to  bring  the  instruction  gained  before  all  practitioners 
of  medicine.  On  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  the  theatre  is  filled 
with  surgeons,  young  and  old,  studying  the  various  steps  of 
the  operations  performed  for  the  relief  of  the  ruptured  and 
crippled. 

The  new  patients  number  9,056,  and  the  work  of  caring 
for  them  has  been  made  comparatively  easy  by  the  new  hospital 
buildings  so  thoroughly  equipped.  22,790  visits  have  been 
made  in  the  Department  for  Out-patients  during  the  afternoon 
hours. 
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It  may  interest  you  to  know  something  of  the  ailments 
treated,  and  I find  from  the  tables  in  this  report  that  there 
were  332  cases  of  Hip  Disease,  301  of  which  were  in  children 
under  14  years  of  age.  There  were  232  cases  of  Pott’s 
Disease  of  the  Spine,  187  in  children  under  14  years  of  age, 
21  in  patients  between  the  age  of  14  and  21,  and  24  in  adults. 
Of  White  Swelling  of  the  Knee,  there  were  176  cases,  117  in 
children,  59  in  adults.  Tuberculous  disease  (commonly  known 
as  White  Swelling)  of  other  joints,  ankle,  shoulder,  elbow, 
wrist,  etc.,  was  found  in  57  patients,  33  children  and  24  adults. 
Of  the  total  number  of  patients  recorded  and  handled  in  the 
Orthopedic  side  of  the  Out-patient  Department,  4,781,  there 
were  341  cases  found  on  examination  not  Orthopedic,  and 
after  receiving  immediate  relief,  were  referred  elsewhere  for 
continued  treatment.  Deducting  the  number  from  the  total, 
we  find  4,440  patients  usually  classified  among  the  crippled. 

Taking  all  the  cases  of  Hip  Disease,  Pott's  Disease  of  the 
Spine  and  White  Swelling  of  the  different  joints,  we  have 
797,  or  a little  over  one-fifth  of  all  the  Orthopedic  cases, 
tuberculous  : for  it  has  long  since  been  established  that  these 
bone  diseases  in  children  are  of  this  nature. 

The  speedy  correction  of  a deformity,  whether  acquired  or 
an  accompaniment  of  birth,  and  the  control  of  painful  spasm 
of  muscles  about  a joint  appeal  to  these  children  in  a way 
that  needs  no  argument.  Parents  and  patients  alike  ask  only 
“will  it  help,  or  will  it  cure?”  and  the  question  can  usually 
be  answered  easily  because  of  the  experience  gained  by  long 
service  in  the  cause. 

The  tedium  of  hospital  life  is  relieved  by  school,  by  sing- 
ing, and  by  play.  Then,  as  the  surgeon’s  rounds  are  completed, 
and  as  the  orders  to  the  nurses  have  been  carried  out,  ladies 
come  in  during  the  afternoon  hours  and  complete  the  day’s 
diversion  by  talking  and  reading  to  groups  of  interested 
listeners. 
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While  the  efforts  at  relief  are  paramount,  the  aim  to  make 
better  boys  and  girls  is  never  lost  sight  of.  Your  hospital  is 
exercising  a paternal  influence  over  an  appreciative  part  of 
the  community,  and  the  good  done  in  this  is  of  lasting  benefit 
to  the  bod}-  politic.  I need  not,  therefore,  bespeak  your  con- 
tinued interest.  Your  aim  is  to  manage  the  Institution  on 
broad  philanthropic  grounds  and  to  give  the  best  that  science 
and  an  enlightened  charity  can  produce. 

In  the  Hernia  Department,  there  is  a record  of  4,275  new 
cases,  129  treated  in  the  hospital  wards  and  every  one  oj  this 
number  cured  by  operation.  From  an  operation  that,  twelve 
or  fifteen  years  ago,  led  many  surgeons  to  hesitate  in  com- 
mending, your  hospital  has  furnished  the  testimony  which 
makes  it  a surgical  procedure  without  mortality. 

The  operations  have  continued  with  the  usual  success,  and 
go  hand  in  hand  with  mechanical  devices  in  the  management 
of  the  diseases  and  deformities  of  the  joints. 

The  treatment  of  lateral  curvature  of  the  spine  has  been 
continued  by  gymnastics  under  the  personal  supervision  of 
Dr.  Walter  Truslow  of  the  clinical  staff,  most  ably  assisted  by 
Miss  Katherine  P>.  Park. 

Our  pathological  work  has  been  done  by  Dr.  Jeffries  who 
has  contributed  no  little  to  the  success  of  the  surgical 
operations. 

“The  Bobolinks”  at  Sharon,  Conn.,  was  open  during  the 
Summer,  and  a dozen  of  the  most  distressing  cases  in  the 
hospital  had  the  best  air  of  the  Berkshires  and  made  sub- 
stantial gain  by  reason  of  the  wholesome  hospitality  of  the 
founder  of  this  practical  charity.  “Woody  Crest”  and  “The 
Robin’s  Nest,”  near  Tarrytown,  opened  their  generous  doors 
to  a large  number  of  our  children  all  of  the  Summer  and  a 
large  part  of  the  Winter.  The  Watt’s  De  Peyster  Home  at 
Verbank,  New  York  ; the  Fresh  Air  and  Convalescent  Home 
at  Summit,  New  Jersey;  the  Seaside  Hospital  of  St.  John’s 
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Guild,  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Elliott  Fish,  in  a Summer  Home  at 
Long  Beach,  have  all  placed  us  under  obligations  by  their 
tender  ministrations  during  the  year. 

With  such  well-conducted  Institutions  in  the  country,  I 
naturally  feel  that  these  good  results  should  be  within  the 
reach  of  all  our  hospital  patients,  and  again  I call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  opportunity  for  extending  your  good  work  by 
providing  a country  branch  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

I must  not  fail  to  remind  you  of  the  signal  service  rendered 
by  the  Heads  of  Departments,  and  the  plain  soldiers  in  the 
campaign  against  disease  and  deformity  have  done  their  duty, 
and  mail}'  a tale  of  excess  of  duty  prompted  by  love  and 
tenderness  could  I tell,  were  it  customarily  told  in  a report  of 
this  kind. 

The  appointment,  a year  ago,  of  an  Attending  Physician 
has  proven  eminently  fitting,  and  profit  has  come  not  only 
to  our  patients  but  to  the  House  Staff  as  well. 

The  members  of  the  Staff  need  books  and  medical  journals 
to  fill  out  the  many  advantages  to  be  derived  by  a residence 
of  sixteen  months.  The  donation  of  a handsome  book-case 
that  would  ornament  any  library  was  made  by  one  of  your 
number. 

For  the  detailed  account  of  the  Hospital  work  I most  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  the  tables  annexed.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 
mentary to  an  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  hereby  certify : 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports  ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R Wetmore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart 
ley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L F'ancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy -seven,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  “ An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.''  Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’”  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transf  er,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  providtd  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills  ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE-  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skilfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supporfs,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge, 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 

Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such 
a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o'clock  p.  m.  dailj'.  Sundays  aud  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants, may  he  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant  or  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  determine  the 
same,  as  far  as  maj'  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  he 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House  Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent : and  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Superintendent  for  ex- 
amination and  record.

RULES.— -The  Hospital  will  be  open  every  week-day  for  the  treat- 
ment of  out-patients  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Applicants  for  admission  of 
in-patients  will  be  received  every  day  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted)  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Day  for  parents  and  friends  to  visit  in- 
patients, Saturday  from  3 to  4 P.  M.  Other  days,  visitors  to  the  Hospital 
admitted  between  2 and  4.30  P.  M. 

The  Society  will  furnish  medical  treatment  and  bandages  for  every 
curable  variety  of  deformity,  viz  : spinal  diseases  tending  to  hump-back, 
hip  disease,  white  swellings,  and  all  deformities  resulting  from  paralysis 
and  rickets.  Also,  trusses  for  adults  and  infants,  supporters  for  women, 
laced  stockings  for  enlarged  veins  and  ulcerated  limbs,  and  every  variety 
of  bandages  for  this  class  of  sufferers.  The  charity  is  confined  to  New 
York  City,  and  patients  without  the  limits  will  be  required  to  pay  board 
and  washing.  Curable  children,  aged  from  4 to  14,  will  be  received  into 
the  hospital  for  treatment  after  an  examination  in  out-patient  depart- 
ment, corner  43d  Street, 

CONDITIONS. — 1.  To  the  poor,  unable  to  pay,  gratis;  toothers 
a charge  will  be  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  apparatus  needed. 

2.  — Those  living  without  the  limits  of  New  York  City  who  require 
treatment  in  hospital  will  be  required  to  pay  for  board  and  apparatus  if 
required. 

3.  The  hours  for  examination  are  from  1 to  3 P.  M. , and  it  is  urgently 
requested  that  physicians  and  patrons  who  recommend  patients  will  send 
them  between  these  hours. 

NOTE. — The  Society  is  mainly  dependent  for  support  on  its  receipts 
and  the  contributions  of  the  benevolent. 

Frederick 
Sturges,  Treasurer,  31  Nassau  Street,  or  to  any  of  the  Officers  or  Managers 
of  the  Hospital.
